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The Colored Man in Politics. 
Those who have concluded that the re- 


publican convention recently in session 
here was simply a howling mob of poli. 
ticians have failed to catch the spirit and 
purpose which animated the leaders, a 
hint of which we have endeavored to give 
in our reports. Apart from all political 
considerations of a mechanical or merce- 
nary kind, of which there were various 
painful manifestations, the leading col- 
ored men came here determined to con- 
trol the organization and to relieve them- 
selves of the imputations of ignoranee, 
weakness or incapacity suggested by 
their continuous submission to the dicta- 
tion of white politicians who had nsed 
their supposed control of the negro for 
the purpose of securing such federal 
offices as the republivan administration 
at Washington sees fit to bestow upon the 
party in this state. The white politicians 
suspected some such effort as this, and 
they imagined that they had provided 
against the emergency. Bat it is a‘lit- 
tle remarkable that, notwithstanding 
the convention was packed by ‘the 
conimittee on credentials in a style that 
invited a revolt, whenever the test waa 
made, the colored men voted solidly 
against the whites. It is probable that 
more than one-third of the counties were 
without regular délegates, but these were 
promptly supplied by the committee on 
credentials, and whenever there was a 
contest, credentials were given to such 
delegates as seemed to represent the in- 
tentions of the office-holders. But all 
efforts of this kind were useless, as the 
sequel proved. The white republicans 
had the advantage of the colored men in 
their application of parliamentary tac-

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sented itself.

He saw at once that he had made a mis- 
take, and wanted to withdraw the reso- 
lution, but it was too late. Zach Har- 
grove amended it so as to give the 
negroes three-fourths of the offices; 
so that the resolution is not to be 
attributed to the colored men. There 
was no necessity, for its passage, since 
the negroes had determined to control 
the party in the state. The truth is, the 
result of the convention is a test of the 
sincerity of the white republicans, and 
we very much question whether any of 
them will be found acting with the party 
after this year. 

If any of these white republicans would 
like to know why Tuer Constitution has 
been so anxious to see such a result 
brought about, they need not go far to 
learn. They have been mere office- 
seekers. Instead of seeking the welfare 
of the colored people by endeavoring to 
conciliate political prejudices and to 
abolish artificial barriers, they have sown 
discord between the whites and- blacks 
and have endeavored to perpetuate pre- 
judices that should not exist a moment— 
and all, not forthe purpose of benefitting 
the colored people, but for the purpose of 
retaining control of the oflices to which 
colored votes or colored influence had 
elevated them. They have persistently 
poisoned the minds of the negroes against 
the white citizens and have kept alive 
aggravating suspicions calculated to en- 
gender the bitterest prejudices. They 
have endeavored to keep the two races 
apart, and have taught the negroes that 
the interest of the colored citizen is not 
identical with the interest of the white 
citizen. Now that they are about to be 
sent to the rear, the colored leaders will 
have no difficulty in discovering that the 
whites and the negroes are bound to- 
gether by identity of interests as citizens. 

Memorial Day.

It is 
so with the tale of the valor, 
the devotion, the sacrifice, the death, the 
memory of the fallen heroes who offered 
up their all for a cause which they loved 
and lost. 

We learn from the graves of the blue 
and gray a great lesson, and the two 
sections should hug it closely to their 
hearts.
